EIGHTY DWELLINGS CARRIED AWAY. 


The Town of Sutherland Reported to 


Have Been Completely Wiped Out by 
the Wind and Bain—The BIso in the 
Sloaz Birer Canm* an Immense Amount 
of Damage in Cnerakeo—Hundreds ot 
Families Moving Out of Their Homes, 
CHEROKEE, la., June 25.—The terrors 


of the Johnstown flood were in part re- 
peated in this place Wednesday. Nearly 
eighty houses have been carried out of 
sight In a Niagara-like torrent. How many 
lives have been lost is yet a matter of 
uncertainty. A terrific cloudburst, thrice 
repeated, and wind almost a hurricane, 
•re what consummated the dread work. 
The storm, which began Tuesday night, 
appears to have swept in a vast circle of 
northwestern Iowa, fully 100 miles in di- 
ameter, with Cherokee as its center. Up 
to 10:30 at night, owing to the destruc- 
tion of wires and railroads, only the 
vaguest reports have reached here from 
the devastated territory to the west, 
north and south. The damage here, tak- 
ing into account the relatively small size 
of the town, is enormous. Four persons 
were drowned Lere and four at Correc- 
tionville. Sutherland, a little place in 
O'Brien county on the 
Chicago and 


Northwestern railroad, must have been 
the center of the windstorm, as it is re- 
ported completely wiped out, over forty 
buildings being said to have been blown 
down. There probably was loss of life, 
too, but us the wires are all down accur- 
ate information is hard to obtain. In 
fact, the only news to be had is such as 
has been transmitted to the railroad offi- 
cials. Sutherland is five miles from Cal- 
cmet. 


Deluged by the Sioux. 


Most of the destruction in Cherokee was 


wrought by the extraordinary rise in the 
Sioux river resulting from the tremendous 
downpour of water from the sky. borne 
idea of the immensity and suddenness of 
the flood can be inferred from the fact that 
it carried off apparently without an effort 
the big truss bridge of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, and with the bridge went 400 feet of 
trestle on which the company's tracks ap- 
proached the river.. The Little Sioux is 
at the highest stage ever known. The best 
information indicates that the Illinois 
Central rails are under water continuous- 
ly for many miles on the Onawa branch 
and that the havoc both to roadway and 
bridges is something seldom paralleled in 
railroad history. Many days will probably 
elapse before traffic either passenger or 
freight is in anything like normal condi- 
tion. Orders have been issued to receive 
no more freight until further orders for 
any point beyond Aurelia. Every effort 
was being made Wednesday-night to bring 
order out of chaos, but the absence of ac- 
curate information and the paralysis of 
transportation almost nullified progress. 
Gangs of workmen and several railroad 
telegraphers had reached this point, but 
c«juld get no further, and could do little, 
if anything, here as yet. It may be a 
week or more before the full evtent of the 
di&aster is known, 


Three States Affected. 


Other railroads besides the Illinois Cen- 


tral can scarcely have escaped groat dam- 
age, particularly the Chicago and North- 
western and the Chieai-o, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul. As near as can be learned the 
area of the storm as given has been, if 
anything, under estimated. According to 
latest advices the storm falls little short 
of a great tristate affliction, affecting not 
only a huge stretch of country in Iowa, 
but large portions also of Minnesota and 
Nebraska. The railroad depot and three 
other buildings at Calumet were blown 
down and much damage to town property 
was sustained. Twelve inches of water 
is reported to have fallen in the Cherokee 
valley Wednesday night. An eye witness 
of the cloudburst states that it came to 
the earth in the shape of an immense fun- 
nel, but that ic moved slowly until finally 
when it struck the ground it suddenly col- 
lapsed and the water poured out, tearing 
tip the earth and forming a wall of water 
fully ten feet high. In that way it started 
down the valley, the rain in the meantime 
falling in sheets. At Aurelia and Remsen, 
small stations near here, much damage 
was done by the afternoon's storm. At 
Aurelia the Illinois Central yards are 
under water. 


FLOYD VALLEY INUNDATED. 


No Trains Running East from Sioux City 


—Bridges Washed Away. 


SiODX CITT, la., June 25.—The terrible 


rains have almost devastated this portion 
o£ Iowa. No roads are running trains 
from this city east. 
The Floyd river 


valley is inundated for thirty miles north 
of this city and the towns of lerrill, 
Hinton and James are completely sub- 
merged. Thirty-five miles of tracks on 
each of the Illinois Central, Chicago, St. 
Fan! and Kansas City, Minneapolis and 
Omaha, and Sioux City and Northern are 
flooded north of this city. The Little 
Sioux river bottom is entirely inundated, 
and thousands of acres are under water. 
On the Central Iowa branch 900 feet of 
track was carried out. 
On the Sioux 


Falls branch seven bridges were washed 
out. 
The Chicago and Northwestern 


tracks in the Sioux valley are out for 
over a half mile at Sutherland. The same 
road is also washed out at Carroll 


Seeking: Places of Safety. 


At Merrill, eight miles from this city, 


the Floyd river rose fifteen feet and the 
flood is sweeping through the Floyd river 
valley toward this city and devastating 
hundreds of acres of crops. The manu- 
facturing towns of Leeds, Lynn and Lew- 
Iston are in its course and will be sub- 
merged, causing thousands of dollars of 
damage. Hundreds of families on the 
Floyd river flats in this city are moving 
out onto higher ground. The railroad 
companies have abandoned their yards 
and shops, and engines, cars and all kinds 
of material have been removed to higher 
ground. The Union and Central stock 
yards packing houses, railroad shops and 
many houses will be practically under 
water and great damage will be done. 
Wires east and north of here are down. 
Reports frolh South Dakota are that the 
Vermilion river is out of its banks and 
flooding thousands of acres of growing 
grain. 


Floyd Hirer a Mile Wide. 


Ll MASS, June 85.—A cloudburst north 


of L» Mars raised Floyd river ten feet in 
twenty minutes. The water came .down 
ID a roaring torrent and spread the stream 
oat till it was nearly a mile wide. By 


hard work all day men in boats rescued 
hundreds of cattle and horses from the 
low land pastures. Bridges are gone aiid 
railroad tracks badly washed out. There 
will be a heavy lo<,s of crops on the river 
bottom. A terrific rain is now falling, 
but the river is receding. This freshet is 
the worst known since the country was 
settled. There were no trains on any 
road.

Minnesota Gets a Taste. 


NoP.TnFIELD, Minn., June 25.— -This sec 


tion was visited by one of the heaviest 
and most severe rain and wind storms it 
has known for years. It has been rain- 
ing incessantly for forty hours, and 
two buildings have been struck by light- 
ning. 


FAIRMONT, Minn., June 23.— The heav- 


iest rainstorm in the history of this city 
fell Wednesday. Some wind and hail ac- 
companied it. Lake Sisseton rose eight 
inches in one hour. The lowlands are 
flooded, and the damage to crops is con- 
siderable.

POLITICAL REVOLUTION PREDICTED 
People's Party Delegates Assemble Rt

Declared Aguinst Intemperance. 


Thamas E. Hills, author of Hill's man- 


ual. presided and made a speech in favor 
ot 
abolibhing national banks, placing 


banks in government control, taking 4 
per cent, on time deposits, and giving 
loans for 2 per cent. A resolution declar- 
ing against intemperance was adopted 
and Mr. Lcvett, of the Express and Senti- 
nel, made a speech predicting a political 
revolution — the abolition of trusts, syndi- 
cates, etc , government control of rail- 
roads, telegraph and bauks, and a gradu-i 
ated income tax to get back from the 
millionaires and non-producers some of 
the money squeezed out of the producers. 


Makes Serious Charges. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 25.— For some time 


there has been a dissatisfaction between 
David S. Thompson, chief of the census 
bureau of manufactures in this city, and 
the authorities at Washington, growing 
out of evident efforts on the part of some 
one at headquarters to oppress an affair 
showing the Philadelphia manufacturer*. 
Wednesday night Mr. Thompson made a 
statement of the case for the public in 
which he charges that from the beginning 
of the work there -lias been a most per- 
sistent effort on the part of tho leading 
census officials under Mr. Porter to hinder 
the census work, and that they have re- 
borteJ lit times to many devices unworthy 
of a department taking a complete census.

THE END OF A CELEBRATED CASE. 


Judge Van Brunt Orders the Jury to 


Acquit the Directors, antttho Jury Ac- 
qnits the President in Spite of the 
Judge—Jay Gould Conies Near Being 
Ground to Pieces on a Railway Track 
—A Very Close Call. 
NEW YoiiK, June 25.—The prosecution 


of Chauncey M. Depew, John D. Rocke- 
feller and other directors of the New York 
and New Haven railway, came to an end 
yesterday, by Judge Van Brunt ordering 
the jury to acquit them. He said, refer- 
ring to the argument mode by the district 
attorney, who cited a number'-of prece- 
dents, that all of them were cases where 
principals had directly antliprized their 
agents to do certain things. Tbe present 
case was quite different. The directors'of 
the railroads are co-servants aud agents 
with the car-builders and other-*, and the 
New York and New Haven, Railway com- 
pany is alone responsible. The evidence did 
not connect the diiectors closely enough 
with the heating oE cars by stoves. 


Acquittuil All the Directors. 


The directors were indicted as indi\id- 


uals, and not as directors. They could not 
be held liable, in accord with tbe doctrine 
of respondeat superior, because they them- 
selves ft'ere the servants of the railroad 
corporation and the co-servants of those 
who actually heated the cars contrary to 
law. 
There was no ground for holding 


them. As to the president, there was some 
ground of belief that be had active partici- 
pation. He therefore advised the jury to 
acquit all the defendants except President 
Claik. This wus> proniptly done. 


Jresiileiit Claik on Trial. 


Charles B. Clark, president of the New 


York, New Haven and Hartford railway, 
then took the stand and was examined. 
He said that he had been in the railroad 
business for twenty-one years. The Baker 
heater w as the standard s} stern of beating 
on the New Haven road when he became 
connected with it. That system continued 
in vogue until the day of the Harlem tun- 
nel accident. No feasible or better plan 
of car heating had been suggested to the 
board of directors during liK term of 
office. 
' 
The Judge's Charge. 


Other testimony was taken, and the law- 


yers summed up. Then the judge charged 
the jury. He declared that the company 
came under the provisions of the statute 
of 188&, known as the car heating statute; 
that the use of such a system of car heat- 
ing as the Baker system was in violation 
of such statute. If the jury considered 
that the evidence showed that Clark had 
authorized the dispatching ot trains heat- 
ed with the Baker system, he was guilty 
under the indictment. A general authori- 
zation -a as sufficient to warrant such a 
verdict 


The President Acquitted. 


The jury went out to deliberate at 4:20 


o'clock. Ato.'Othe jury came into court 
for instructions. They wanted to know 
what 
constituted "fzuilty knowledge." 


Judge Van Brunt replied there was no 
such thing. If Mr. Clark had any knowl- 
edge, that was all that was necessary. 
It 


wa& not a question of whether defendant 
were an oflicer or not—it was a question of 
individual 
responsibility. 
The 
jury 


thereupon retired ouco more. The jury 
returned at 
b.."JO with a verdict of not 


guilty. President Clark was heartily con- 
gratulated by liis friends aud colleagues 
upon his acquittal 


JAY GOULD'S CLOSE CALL. 


The AV.ilI Street Wirard Conies Near Be- 


ing frruiiml to IMece'*. 


NfcW YORK, June •£>.—It is not generally 


known that Jay Gould had a very narrow 
escape from being ground to pieces by a 
Hudson River railroad train a few days 
ago at Ir\ ington-on-tlie-IIuusou. 
Mr. 


Gould bas kept his own counsel about the 
matter, but the facts were given to a re- 
porter yesterday by an eye witness of the 
scene. J>K Gould boards a New York lo- 
cal train every morning at the Irvington 
station, to which he is always driven from 
his country place, two miles away. 


Heard the Yell of Danger. 


The other morning, as he and a few oth- 


ers stepped across the tracks to take the 
8:16 train for this city, a west-bound ex- 
press hove in sight, coming at a high rate 
of speed, for it was a few minutes be- 
hind 
time. 
Its 
track 
was tho one 


between the 
station 
and the local 


train, and standing on it all oblivi- 
ous to danger were Mr. Gould and his fel- 
low-travelers. A station hand saw the ex- 
press and gave a sharp yell of danger, at 
which all save Mr. Gould turned quickly 
and leaped back to the station platform. 


Just Jerked Away in Time. 


Mr. Gould's thoughts were apparently 


miles away, for his head was bent, and he 
was perfectly heedless of his peril. The 
passengers were so horrified at the situa- 
tion, which developed in less than five sec- 
onds, that they seemed powerless to make 
a move. 
Then 
Baggagemaster Bar- 


nard pushed through them, 
jumped 


to the track, and grabbing the rail- 
road king by the collar, jerked him 
back upon the platform, and before the 
absent-minded capitalist knew what it 
all meant the express had thundered by. 
By the time most of the spectators had re- 
gained their equanimity the rescued man 
was on his train for the city as cool and 
collected as though nothing had hap- 
pened. 
It is said, however, that Mr. 


Gould actually thanked the baggagemas- 
ter before leaving.

The two threw off their outer garments 
and leaped into the sea. Brokaw seized 
Miss Donohue and Dr. Ferris caught hold 
of Miss Birsch. 


Sunk to Rise No Store. 


Brokaw made a gallant struggle to 


reach the shore with his burden. The girl 
completely lost her head, several times 
breaking from his grasp. He would not 
desert her, however, and struggled to 
bring her to the shore. Finally his efforts 
to retain his hold on the girl exhausted 
him and he sank from view with the girl, 
whom he clung to to the end. 
Mr. and 


Mrs. Brokaw witnessed the jad accident 
from the beach, and are almost frantic 
with grief. Brokaw was 21 years old. He 
was catcher of tho Princeton college team 
and a graduate or-that college in the class 
of 1891. Miss Torpia and Miss Hirsch 
were saved. Dr. Ferris was completely 
exhausted when rescued.

Respite for a Murderer. 


ATLANTA, June 25. — The jury that has 


been inquiring into the sanity of Charles 
M. Oxburn, the condemned murderer, 
who was'tft.li&'hanged Friday for one of 
the moot brutal and sensational murders' 
that ever took place iu Georgia, returned 
a verdict early Thursday morning that 
Oxburn was sane. The trial commenced 
Wednesday morning and latsedtili Thurs- 
day morning at 6 o'clock. Few cases In 
the history of Atlanta have attracted so 
much attention as this. The court room 
was thronged with people who sat up all 
niaht to hear the verdict. The jurymen, 
after rendering tl e verdict, called on the 
governor and asked him to respite Ox- 
burn for thirty days, which he consented 
to do. Oxburn is a man of influence in 
the community, and has had many prom- 
inent people working in his behalf. 


Serious Situation. 


TACOMA, Wash., June 25. — It is rumored 


here that the miners displaced by the col- 
ored scabs, imported from tho south, to 
take the places of striking miners at the 
Gillmau, New Castle ami Franklin mines, 
are drilling in the wood's daily. From au- 
thentic sources they arc said to be armed 
with rifles aud a combination has been 
effected between luen thrown out of work 
from the different mines so that any at- 
tempt to resume wijjck at any one of the 
mines will rosult m gathering the entire 
force of miners as a resistance. 


The Ohio Democratic Convention. 


"COLUMBUS. June 25.—The Democratic 
state central committee met here Wednes- 
day, and upon the second ballot selected 
Cleveland as the place for holding the 
Democratic convention July 14 and 15. 
The apportionment of delegates was fixed 
on the vote cast last year for Hon. T. E. 
Cromley for secretary of state. This will 
give the convention 700 delegates. Hamil- 
ton county gets 59, instead of 82, as selected 
by the anti-Campbell men last Saturday, 
and Franklin has 25. 


Died Far From Home. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 25.—Colonel Thom- 


as Fitzgerald of the Philadelphia Item, 
who has beeu traveling in Europe for the 
past two months, died suddenly in London 
Thursday morning from an attack of the 
gup. His son Writer was with him, and 
every effort was made to save his life but 
without effect. Colonel Fitzgerald found- 
ed The Item in 1847, and it is now one of 
the most prosperous newspaper properties 
in Philadelphia. He was the oldest news- 
paper man in Philadelphia, being TO years 
of age. 


Ohio Republicans Conferring. 


MAXSFIELD, O. June 25.—Hon. Will- 


iam McKinley, W. I. Squires, president, 
and J. J. Chester, secretary of the Ohio 
Republican league, and Secretary Foster, 
were in town Wednesday night conferring 
with Senator Sherman and Chairman 
Hahn on political matters.

PRODUCING RAIN BY CONCUSSION. 


Initial Experiments with Hydrogen GM 


at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, June 25 —Some interest- 
ng experiments were made near this city 
resterday in the way of carrying out the 
jrovisions of the agricultural appropria- 
iion bill, to ascertain the possibility of 
producing ram in the arid regions. Pro- 
fessor Dyhrenf urth, as special agent of the 
agricultural department, exploded at a 
ligh altitude several balloons inflated 
with hydrogen gas. The concussions were 
of great force, the first balloon being ex- 
ploded at a height of 800 feet. The bal- 
loons were held by wires, and when they 
reached a sufficient height a battery was 
applied which fired fuses in the nock of 
the balloon and exploded the gas. It is 
the first time that hydrogen gas has ever 
been manufactured in any quantity. 


Object of the Experiments. 


The object of the experiments was to de- 


termine the avaihbility of the apparatus, 
both for manufacturing the gas and ex- 
ploding It. The machinery is still crude 
ind imperfect, but its success is assured. 
Whether the purpose for which it was de- 
signed—that of causing rain—will be ac- 
complished remains to be demonstrated. 
The balloon used yesterday held 625 cubic 
feet of gas. The appropriation is small 
and will not go beyond the experimental 
stage, but after July 1 a larger appropriaj 
tion will be available and some satisfac- 
tory results may be reached.

Memorial Day anarchists in this city held 
a jollification at the farm of a Bohemian 
named Mastalla, who lives at the extreme 
north end of the city, on which occasion 
Johann Most, now serving a sentence in 
New York state, was present. Whsn the 
family of Mastalla proceeded to clean the 
house, which had been occupied by the 
visitors, an 8-year-old son found in the 
match safe an article which afterward 
proved to be a dynamite bomb.
